Esteemed faculty and staff, 
honoured guests, friends and 
family, fellow graduands: 

You can probably tell just by 
looking at me that I’ve got a 
good head on my shoulders. 
What you may not be able to 
tell is that, apparently, I am 
very brave. Perhaps the greatest 
commentator on contemporary 
Western culture, I am of course 
speaking of Jerry Seinfeld, 
once said, “According to most 
studies, people’s Number One

Fear is Public Speaking. 
Number Two Fear is death... 
Now, this means, to the 
average person, if you have to 
go to a funeral, you’re better 
off in the casket than doing the 
eulogy!” I may be afraid of 
spiders, but I’m not afraid of 
speaking in front of a thousand 
people. Well, not very afraid. 
In fact, the only concern I had 
in writing this speech and 
looking ahead to this moment 
was the problem of the one and

the many. 

What allows me to presume 
to speak on behalf of the 
eraduating class of 2006, 
beyond the kindness of my 
classmates in granting me this 
honour? I am just one student 
with a unique experience of 
Redeemer University College. I 
cannot possibly represent the 
diversity and variety of the 
entirety of this group of nearly 
200 students. This could be a 
problem, except that this class 


has a unity that far surpasses 
any academic or cultural 
diversity. We can all echo the 
prayer of Kierkegaard which 
highlights our foundational 
oneness: “And if Thou dost 
permit us to know the many 
magnificent secrets of science, 
do not let us forget the one 
thing necessary; and if Thou 
dost desire to extinguish our 
vigor of mind or if Thou dost 
let us grow old on earth so that 
our soul gets weary, one thing 
there is that can never be 
forgotten, even if we forget all 
else, that we are saved by Thy 
son.” 

It is this foundational unity, 
this family resemblance as 
brothers and sisters in the 
faith, which allows me to 
speak to you today on behalf 
of the class of 2006 on the 
theme of “The End of 
Education”. Not the end in 
terms of its completion or 
cessation, as if we now know 
everything we need to know. 
On the contrary, if I have 
learned anything from my 
undergraduate studies it is how 
vast my own ignorance is. No, 
education comes to an end at 
death, or continues into the 
afterlife. I would like to speak 
to you instead about the end of 
education in terms of its telos, 
its purpose or the goal at 
which it aims. 

The focus on purpose is no 
longer common in this present 
age. In fact, as Lesslie 
Newbigin argues, it has been 
more or less repudiated by 
modern scholarship. In his 
book Foolishness to the 
Greeks he writes “Greek 
physics had worked with the 
idea that change and 
movement in the world of 
nature are to be explained in 
terms of purpose. Medieval 
thought saw divine purpose 


manifest everywhere in the 
world of nature. The revelation 
of that purpose had been given 
in those events confessed in the 
church’s creed, and thus all 
study of nature had its place 
within the framework that the 
creed articulated. The condition 
for entry into the world of 
scholarship was the acceptance 
of that framework. The effect of 
the work of new scientists, and 
above all the brilliant vision of 
Newton, was to replace this 
explanatory framework with 
another. The real world dis- 
closed by the work of science 
was one governed not by 
purpose but by natural laws of 
cause and effect” (24). 

This change in paradigms is 
clearly evident in the way we 
speak about the proper end of 
education. In fact, when modern 
thinkers and social scientists 
write on the topic of the purpose 
of education I think they 
actually deal with its effects. 
The cause of education has the 
effect of creating a 
knowledgeable and proficient 
populace and workforce. 
Therefore, the end of education 
is the betterment of society and 
economy. This type of 
reasoning is evident in a variety 
of recent studies. For instance, 
Dippo’s 1997 study on 
education in Canada tells us that 
“in addition to ‘citizenship’ and 
‘character training’, 
‘employability’ was a primary 
justification for the 
establishment of compulsory 
schooling in Canada. 

Such thinking is certainly not 
only found in academic circles 
either. Why do people enroll in 
university or college programs? 
In order to get a good job. 
Career and salary are perhaps 
the strongest motivators driving 
people to pursue postsecondary 
education. In such an 


atmosphere, if such a perspec- 
tive on the proper end of 
education is accurate, then we 
graduates from Redeemer must 
appear to be fools. We have 
received schooling of the 
highest quality, but we could 
have received the same degree 
perhaps quicker and certainly 
cheaper elsewhere. 

This class chose Redeemer, 
took up a financial burden, and 
not because we are fools but 
rather because we know 
something that few others 
appear to know. We know that 
the proper end of education is 
not primarily economic or 
societal. At the center, at the 
core, in the end the proper end 
of education is God and His 
glory. As the thoroughly 
purpose-driven Westminster 
Shorter Catechism reminds us 
in its wonderful opening, 
‘“Man’s chief end is to glorify 
God, and to enjoy him 
forever.” This is an end which 
permeates all of our lives, 
every situation in which we 
find ourselves, all of our goals 
and means must in turn further 
that primary goal. Our 
education is just one way we 
can answer the call to glorify 
God. 

One step in that education 
has now come to an end, and 
we are forced to look to the 
future. The past years of study 
and socializing within the 
unique atmosphere of 
Redeemer University College 
have been easy for some, and 
for others they have involved 
immense struggle. But 
whatever our experience, 
whether we enjoyed the best 
years of our lives here or just 
barely made it through, under 
the tutelage of this wonderful 
faculty, with the support of the 
staff and the dozens of people 
working behind the scenes on 


numerous committees, all of 
whom have our heartfelt 
thanks, we all have grown 
intellectually and spiritually, 
we have begun lasting and 
living relationships with other 
people who share a 
commitment to furthering 
God’s glory. Now we must 
move on, leaving this place 
behind. It is this moment that 
we have been preparing for, 
and anticipating with equal 
parts eager excitement and gut- 
wrenching, nauseating, 
existential fear. 

If I can borrow some 
terminology, we should think 
of this moment in our lives in 
terms of “Journey In/Journey 
Out.” Professor Bartholomew 
at Church in the Box once 
characterized communal, 
“Sunday” worship as a journey 
in for the purpose of prearing 
us for the journey out into the 
world. In worship we are 
spiritually recharged, 
empowered and equipped to 
take up partnership in the 
missio dei,to be actively 
working to combat sin in the 
world and to furthering God’s 
rule over every square inch of 
creation. I find it fitting to 
think of our time at Redeemer 
as an extended journey in. We 
are now better equipped than 
ever with knowledge and 
abilities and wisdom. We are 
now called to make the journey 
out, to burst the Redeemer 
bubble, to put to work 
whatever wisdom we have 
gained wherever we are, all for 
the glory of God. For that, my 
friends, is the end.
